Gun in London can Shell Paris. 
EXPERT DESCRIBES INVENTION OF 
WONDERFUL CANNON, 


London, March 30. — Col, 
Maude, in the April Contemporary 
Review, describes a gun which is in 
existence and can impart, by the ap- 
plication of electricity, an initial vel- 
ocity of 30,000 feet a second to projec- 
tiles of all dimensions. Ina Succeed- 
ing passage he declares that if the 
rules with velocities up to 2,500 feet 
a second, yiz.: that resistance in- 
creases as the square of velocity, holds 
good at the higher rates, then there is 
practically nothing to prevent these 
Weapons from throwing shells from 
London to Paris, or vice versa, at the 
rate of a few thousands a day. The 
inventor is W.S. Simpson, “a Scots- 
man. The fact that with this Weapon 
it will be possible to give a projectile

The progress and results of the re- 
yolution in Russia generally, and 


throughout the Baltle provinces in par- 
ticular, where it has been spending its 
utmost fury, are almost unknown in 
this country. 

One frequently hears in Western Eu- 
rope hard things said of the Russian 
Government in its dealings with the 
Reyolutionists. It is necessary to travel 
through the three great provinces of 
Courland, Esthonia “and Livonia, and 
see with one’s own eyes the overwhelm- 
ing devastation wrought by the Revo- 
lutionists, to measure the full extent 
of the reckless havoc and savage cruel- 
fy practised by them throughout their 
unhappy land. 

That martial law was absolutely nec- 
essary no one who sees and hears what 
I see and hear, staying about in fami- 
lies who have lived in this part of Rus- 
sia all thelr lives, can possibly doubt, 
wriles a Riga correspondent. Had it 
heen introduced sooner, and stringent 
measures taken rier, murder and 
outrages of the most brutal kind would 
Yave been prevented, and an enormous 
amount of valuable property—castle;, 
mansions, farmsteads, forests and crops 
—vwould have been saved, The Goyern- 
ment's fault has not been over-severity, 
bul too great leniency and forbearance. 

In these three provinces 192 propel 
ties have been looted, wrecked and 
burned. The country is a desolate wil- 
derness; the owners of these properties, 
where not murdered, have had to flee 
for thelr lives and hide themselves in 
the forests, to suffer there the most ter- 
rible hardships from exposure in Rus- 
sian winter, Bands, headed by ved 
fags, have marched through the coun- 
try carrying death and destruction ‘n 
every direction. And all this is by ne 
means at an end, 

Whatever may have been the destruct 
{ion of life in the French Revolution 
i, may be doubted if the destruction of 
| homes and property was as great in 
Fronce os in Russia. The prevailing 
ppinion is that if complications arise 
n Turkey the outbreak throughout the 
Empire will é@xceed all that has gone 
before.

through the throat that opened from 
sublerranean regions to the surface of 
this island mass. 

This is the second volcano that has 
come to light on this island within three 
years, All the islands of the group, ¢X- 
cepting the coral islets around them, 
are of volcanic origin, but there is no 
evidence that volcanic disturbances have 
occurred on any of them, excepting 
Savaii, _ 

FOR THOUSANDS OF YEARS.

- mificent as well as terrifying, and 
though Apaia, the capital of German 
Samoa, is about 60 miles away, the in- 
habitants, from the heights above the 
town, have at times been able to dis- 
cern the black outpouring that covered 
fs with a pail the skies above Savail, 
and more frequently they have seen at 
night the glow in the sky reflected from 
the mollen lava that has been flowing 
gn main and branch streams to or lo- 
~ ward the northern coast. ; 

On the island itself and to vessels out 
al sea the scene during the most violent 
eruptions has been of almost overpow- 
ering grandeur. If the calamity had oc- 
curred on populous Upolu, with its 
many hamlets and its rich cacao and 
cocoa palm plantations, the loss of life 
and property would have aroused the 
sympathy of the world. 

Upolu is the Garden of Eden in the 
colonial domain of Germany, but Savaii 
is still among-the wilds of Polynesia. 
A number of important islands in the 
vast waste of waters are sli!l parlly un- 
explored, and Savaii is one of them. 

A very few white traders and plant- 
ers live on the coast or a little inland. 
The native population is scattered 
among a few hamlets. 

The lava flows between August, 1905, 
and March last made straight for some 
of these settlements and wiped them 
out, but

for these primitive habitations are easily 
replaced. The flows from the volcaao 
te the north coast were still moving in 
March, and at all times they have been 
so regular in their progress that the 
hour when they would reach a threat- 
ened hamlet could be computed closely, 
and so all had ample time to escape.

HANDLING ViCIOUS HORSES. 


Rarey’s Little Trick for Curing Balking 
—Causes of Shying. 


A balky horse can be cured, when 
under the saddle, by a'very simple me- 
thod. Turn him around and around in 
his tracks a few times and then sud- 
denly straighten his head and he will 
willingly, and even gladly, go forward, 
This was the method of the celebrated 
John S. Rarey and has never been 
known to fail. . 

The “jibbler” differs from the balker 
inasmuch as his so-called vice is caused 
by congestion of the brain. . The horse 
thus affected is liable to bolt or run 
away after one of three altacks and is 
a dangerous animal. 

Rearing, although commonly termed 
a vice, is often caused by too severe a 
curb, Sometimes the ‘rearing horse 
loses his balance and falls over back 
ward. It is needless to say that the 
er is then lucky if he or she escap 
without serious, if not fatal, injury.} 
When a horse rears loosen the reins and | 
speak to him in a soothing tone; but if} 
he persists give him a sharp blow be- 
tween the ears with the butt of the whip, 
This will bring him down on al! fours 
with amazing quickness. 

Kicking is certainly a vice. Some- 
limes, however, it is caused by fear, in 
which case much can be accomplished 
by gentle management. Exactly the 
Gpposite treatment of the rearing ‘animal 
should be applied to the kicker. Hold 
his head up with might and main, for 
the horse cannot ‘throw out both hind| 
legs al onee when his head is elevated. 
Kicking straps are what the nume im- 
Plies. A strap fastened to the shafts 
over the horse's croup prevents kicking 
butthis is only serviceable when driven 
in single harness. Shying is a danger- 
ous fault. It cannot properly be termed 
# vice, as il is generally the result of de- 
foelive vision.

“Let me congratulate you, Colonel 
Drummond, on the ballalion under your 
command. I never saw a finer body uf 
officers and men, and it is with sincere 
regret that I part with you. 

“You have done your duly well dur- 
ing the six years you have been in ex- 
istence. 

“It is just over five years since I pre- 
sented to the hatlalion the colors which 
will shortly be relinquished by you, and 
which were to have been given to you 
by my revered mother, Queen Victoria. 

“Tl hope that you will later, when your 
duties are over, confide those colors to 
my care. I shall always preserve them 
religiously and carefully at Buckingham 
Palace, as I hope that it may be pos- 
sible for me,

Then silence again as the 
bayonets flashed in the sun's rays and 
the batlalion came to the “present.” 
Lieuls. Kemble and Mackenzie lowered 
the colors in salute, and once more the 
national anthem rang out while the 
King stood with his hand raised in ac- 
knowledgement of the tribute. 

A little pause, and then the rigid sym- 
metry of the ranks was broken as the 
hearskins raised on (he bayonets sud- 
denly shot up in the air and a cheer 
burst from the Guardsmen, It was re- 
peated again and then again as the 
King turned at the French windows of 
the palace to take one last look at the 
battalion. 

Aflerwards his Majesty conferred on 
Colonel Drummond the Royal Victorian 
Order (fourth class).

PEOPLE WANT GOOD ROADS 


System of Improving Highways Spreading 
in Ontario 


~ Mr. A. W. Campbell, Deputy Min- 
\ster of Public Works, in an address 
delivered before a meeting of the Good 
Roads Association of Ontario, held in 
Toronto the other day, strongly advo- 
Caled the bullding of bridges in the 
mosl substantial style by means of c& 
taent or concrete, If this is carried out 
‘he Government will ba glad to con- 
tribute one-third of the cost. Mr. 
Campbell laid stress on the fact that 
the County Councils should strive to 
familiarize themselves with the financial 
conditions of the county and tho ex- 
penses in connection with repairing the 
wads. In making small repairs in the 
roads he pointed out that the expendi- 
ture amounted to practically as much 
os if more substantial roads were built. 
In the last ten years the municipalities 
had contributed about $10,000,000 cash 
in the improving of their roads. He 
said that’ this mohey, if properly hand- 
ted, would be sufficient to construct 
roadways that would last for at least 
a period of ten years. He believed that 
if the County Councils would take over 


this work and avail themselves of the 
provisions of the sot the Township 
(Councils would be ready to offer their 
assistance in the work of making good 
roads. s 

“It is surprising,” continued Mr. 
Campbell, “how contagious this thing 
is after the work of improving a road 
has commenced. It is not wise, how- 
ever, to allempt to do too much, it be- 
ing much wiser to adopt the policy of 
do a little and do it well. This tends 
tc convert the people to advocate an 
extension of the good roads system in 
municipalities where it does not ex- 
ist It is not the long mileege that 
counts, but the sample of the good work 
done that impresses the people who 
will ultimately conclude that a stand- 
urd road shall be a policy in all dis. 
{ricts, The work was done well and 
economically in compliance with certain 
regulations of the act relative to Gov- 
ernment inspection. I countles do not 
adhere to this rule the Government will 
not pay ils one-third of tho expendi- 
ture,”

Cellars Flooded. 

Some of the cellars along St. Law- 
rence street east, have been badly 
flooded during the past week. In fact 


so high had the water risen that some 
of the residents were unable to get 
dowr to their furnaces,. The cause of 
the trouble was found to be in the 
freezing up of the main drain in front 
of Malcolm Bristol’s shop. A few 
years ago the people were troubled 
with having mud puddles in front of 
their doors, and made complaints to 
the street committee.

The General's Significant Statement 
After Sailors Creek. 

My last official intercourse with Gen- 
eral Lee was on the retreat. I was 
sent to him with dispavehes from Pres- 
{dent Davis and reached him near mid- 
aight of April G6 near Rice's station. I 
approached without being challenged 
by a single sentinel and found him 
standing near a smoldering fire with 
one of his hands resting on an am- 
Sulance wheel, He was dictating some 
order to Colonel Marshall, who sat in 
the ambulance with a lap desk recely- 
ing his dictation. As General Lee 
spoke he gazed into the bed of coals 
as if welghing every word. There was 
no staff or escort about, so far as I 
could see. Touching Sailors Creek, he 
spoke bitterly and said in answer to 
Mr. Davis’ desire to know his proposed 
Iine of retreat that it was beyond his 
control; that be had Intended to re- 
treat by the line of the Danville road, 
but had been forced off that route by 
the arrival of Sheridan ahead of him 
at Burkville; that be was then follow- 
Ing the line of the Southside road ‘to 
Lynchburg, but the enemy was out- 
marching bim and might force bim off; 
that bis movements were dependent 
on the developments of each hour, and 
then be added; “How can I tell? A 
fey more Sallors Creeks and it will all 
be over—just where I thought it would 
end from the beginning.”

LAWS OF WAR. 


The Code That Governs Hostilities Bo- | 
tweon Civilized Nations. 

The “laws of war” as at present for- 
mulated by the civilized nations forbid 
the use of poison against the enemy; 
murder by treachery, as, for example, 
assuming the uniform or displaying 
the flag of a foe; the murder of those 
who have surrend®red, whether upon 
conditions or at discretion; declara- 
tions that no quarter will be given to 
an enemy; the use of such arms or 
projectiles as will cause unnecessary 
pain or suffering to an enemy; the 
abuse of a flag of truce to gain infor- 
mation concerning an enemy’s posl- 
tions; all unnecessary destruction of 
property, whether public or private. 

They also declare that only fortified 
places shall be besieged, open cities or 
yillages not to be subject to siege or 
bombardment; that public buildings of 
whatever character, whether belonging 
to church or state, shall be spared; 
that plundering by private soldiers or 
their officers shall be considered inad- 
missible; that prisoners shall be treat- 
ed with common humanity; that the 
personal effects and private property | 
of prisoners, excepting their arms and 
ammunition, shall be respected; that 
the population of an enemy's country 
shall be considered exempt from par | 
(ielpation Iu the war unless by hostile 
acts they provoke the il] will of the 
enemy.

PRESTON, STANLEY, HURON AND 
PERCY VARIETIES, 


Mr. Chas. E. Saunders, of the Experi- 


mental Farm, Ottawa, Discusses 


Their Qualities. 


In response to requests for precise in- 
formation in regard to the characteris- 
tics and qualilies of Preston and somo 
other early wheats, the following brief 
summary of the principal facts has been 
prepared, 

Pieston is the best known of all the 
early wheats grown in Canada, tt 
seeins advisable, however, in discuss- 
ing the subject, to consider at the same 
time the rolated yanieties, Stanley, Hu- 
ron and Perey. These four sorts have 
al! been originated from crosses made 
at the Central Experimental Farm in 
the year 1888 and are of essentially the 
ome percentage (Red Fife or White 
Fifo crossed with Ladoga). As usually 
grown they are very much alike in 
most respects and are not distingulsh- 
able from each other after threshing. 
The kernels resemble Red Fife, but any 
competent judge can casily detect the 
difference between that varlety and these 
others, provided all the samples con- 
sist of properly matured grain in pure 
condition, Mixtures of these wheats 
with Red Fife cannot be accurately sep- 
arated by examination of the kernels. 

Tho statement sometimes mado that 
{hese early wheats resemble or are ro- 
lated to wheats of the durum or “mac- 
aront” or “Goose” class is absurd, They 
belong to the Fife class and have no 
relationship or similarity to Goose 
‘wheat, 

The distribullon of these  varicties 
from the Experimental Farms was be- 
€um many years ago, before the char- 
acteristics of each sort had been fully 
fixed by selection; and hence it is now 
‘usually possible in an ordinary fleld 
of any of these wheats to find heads 
or kernels of more than one type. In 
order to overcome this objection, to 
dmprove the varletles 15 much as pos- 
sible, and especially to get rid of tho 
kernels with a yellow skin (which under 
the prasent Grain Inspection Act are 
considered inferior) a careful reselec- 
tlon of these wheats was undertaken a 
few years ago, with the result that im- 
proved strains were produced. Some 
of theso are mow being distributed, and 
thoso of tha very best qualily (of which 
only a small amount of seed Js yet 
available) are being propagated as rap- 
idly as possible. A full description of 
each yariety neod not be given here; 
but it may be mentioned that selected 
Preston is a bearded wheat with yel- 
lowish (“white”) chaff; Huron, bearded 
with reddish chaff; Stanley, beardless 
with reddish chaff, and Percy, beard- 
less with yellowish chaff. 


When questions are asked in regard 
to these wheats the answers are usual- 
ly desired in the form of a comparison 
with Red Fife, This method, therefore, 
seems the best to adopt in considering 
.| the varlous points here ‘discussed. 

Earltness.—These varieties usually rip- 
en from about four to twelve days be- 
fore Red Fife, if sown on the same day 
and grown under exactly the same con- 
ditions. In the Northwest Provinces, 
Preston on summer-fallow will usually 
ripen at about the same time as Red 
Tife on stubble. Hot weathar towards 
harvest reduces the difference in time 
of ripening, Cool weather lengthens it. 

Stiffness and length of straw. Ro- 
sistance to Rust, Smut and other Dis- 
eoses.—In regard to these points the 
early varieties show no striking dif. 
ferences from Red Fife. 

Yleld.—Experiments in regard to yield 
often give contradictory resulls under 
some conditions. Speaking generally, 
however, one may expect a large yield 
from any of these wheats, often larg- 
ec than that from Red Fife. On the 
whole perhaps the bearded varieties 
(Preston and Huron) are rather more 
productive than the others. It must be 
remembered that these comparisons aro 
generally mado under conditions fayor- 
Abbe to Red Fife. In cases where frost 
hes to be considered the early varic- 
tles usually give distinctly heavier yields 
than Red Fife, 

Appearance of Grain, Selling Price,— 
These early wheats are as hard as Red 
Fife and when the kernels with yellow 
Skins are eliminated, are of a rich red- 
dish color which Js (if any difference 
be seen) rather darker than Red Fife, 
So long, therefore, as the Grain Inspec- 
tion Act requires the higher grades to 
contain cerlatn proportions of hard, 
red wheat of the Fifo class, these varie- 
ties should grade quite as high as pure 
Red Fife. The grade, of course, largely 
controls the sale price in Canada. 

The opinion of an English expert in 
regard to samples of Red Fife, Pres- 
fon, Stanley and Perey, grown at In- 
dian Head, Sask., in 1902, was that the 
Stanley and Percy woukl sell in London 
nt tho same price as the Red Fife, but 
the, Preston would command about 
three-quarters of a cent. a bushel less. 
OL the same varielles grown at Ottawa 
he believed the Percy and Red Fife 
would bring equal prices and the Pres- 


fon and Stanley about three-quarters 
of a cent a bushel less. 

Milling alue.—In their conduct in the 
fleur mill these four wheats el 
semblo Red Fife. The bran s 
readily, the proportion of middlir 
produced is large and the middlir 
ore not unusually difficult to reduce. 
This means a high yield of “patent” 
four. The total yield of flour is very 
good and not much “break” flour is 
produced. These facts are < og

Whether the scheme put forward re- 
cently for the construction of 4 canal 
through the heart of Canada, to connect 
the wheat districl with the sea, will 
ever gel beyond the stage of plans and 
become an accomplished fact, remains 
to be seen. At any rate, we are told 
that there is every probability of the 
canal being bonstructed. This canal 
would oost one hundred million dollars 
o¢ so, but—or so the promoters state— 
the advantage to Canada would be tre- 
mendous, and the canal woukl soon be- 
come a paying conoern, says London 
Answers. 

The ourious thing about this scheme 
is that, like many other great schemes. 
it was put forward several years ago, 
but never matured. It is at least Lwen- 
ty years since this Canadian canal was 
first mooted. At that time it was re- 
garded as too expensive a matter fo be 
taken in hand, and so it was allowed 
to drop. Since then, of course, things 
have altered. Canada has been boom- 
ing of late years, and it may well be 
that the development of the dountry 
calls for a canal, and makes ils finan- 
clal success more assured,

te connect the Forth and the Clyde 
has frequently been suggested. This 
would provide a short cut for battle 
Ships in caso of war, and, alifough 
‘the work would cast over thirty-five 
million dollars, if is said that the ad- 
vantage {o the nation should far out 
weigh any consideration of cost.

What with schemes fo burrow under 
the Channel, to bridge right over it, 
al a cost of one hundred and fifty mil- 
lion dollars, and to make ferries for 
the trains, Father Neplune has been 
often perturbed, and these schemes ore 
certain to be pul forward again perio- 
dically. That a quick route to France 
is desirable can hardly be doubted; but 
{he enormous cost of a tunnel, and the 
smallness of the revenue it would 
bring in, makes this scheme unlikely 
to be carried out. 

Taking it all round, the Tiber is pro- 
‘bably the most famous river in the 
world. Once it was the subject of a 
big scheme. Garibaldi, who was alarm- 
ea at the dangerous floods to which the 
Tiber was subject, wanted to have the 
course of tho river diverted. This was, 
of course, for the protection of Rome. 
One of the most famous English en- 
‘ginders was asked to undertake the 
work, and the idea was only finally 
abandoned when it was proved that the

By far the worst of these plagues is 
the white ant, the mosquito merely at- 
tacking the leaves and causing a blight. 
The ants, however, begin at the roots 


powder and leaving only the bark te 
support the top, which soon topples 
‘yer by reason of its own weight. 

There is no Indian wood which would 
resist the ants’ insidious attack except 
sandal, 
and white wood to a powder. It can- 
not work in the light, but must get at 
the wood from some dark recess and 
work within a shell. 

In some mysterious way the white 
ant gets indoors and has a particular 
penchant for penetrating into a yeneer- 
ed or lacquered picture frame, and in a 
short time nothing will remain but the 
veneer or lacquer, nothing else being 
left but a small portion of the powder, 
the rest being consumed or removed. 

‘The method of attack is by emitting 
a kind of acid, which destroys the 
wood. And this ant bas been known 
to bore holes through the sheet iron 
bottoms of trunks. Several long, sup- 
porting joists in a consular building in 
Calcutta were eaten out so completely 
that they had to be replaced with 
steel ones. 

While these destructive white ants 
do not seem to possess much literary 
taste, they sometimes attack books 
and destroy them by boring holes 
through leayes and cover from side to 
side.

Version.) 

A Greater Sign.—As the great tragedy 
of his own life approached Jesus had 
a ik Se purpose in revealing to men, 
and his disciples in particular, his 
power over life and death. This pur- 
pese was to establish their faith in his 
divine and superhuman character and 
power so firmly that even in the dark 
hours of grief and disappointment 
which he knew awaited them, when all 
their hopes and expectations would lie 
buried with him in Joseph's tomb, they 
should still cherish the memory of his 
words and deeds, and be prepared for 
the glorious message of his resurrec- 
tion. The story of the raising of Laz- 
rus is thus a fitting climax in the 
evangelist's record of signs wrought by 
Jesus, as the miracle itself may be re- 
garded as the culmination of his min- 
istry. The next miracle recorded by 
John is the resurrection of Jesus him- 
Self. At the time of the call of the first 
disciples, even before the first miracle 
at Cana in Galilee had been wrought, 
Nothannel had marveled at the mira- 
culous power implied in the Master's 
words: “Before Phillip called thee, when 
thou wast under the fig tree, I saw 
thee.” At that time Jesus hed said to 
fhe astonished believer, “Thou shalt see 
greater things than these,” and now the 
fulfillment of that promise and pro- 
phecy had reached its climax in the 
revelation of the Master's power over 
life and death. He had come to con- 
quer death and to bring life. It is in- 
tended that to-day's lesson shall be 
made the basis of whatever special con-

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GRADING CREAM. 


During the past season, we at Shell- 
mouth have practised grading. The 
cream was delivered to the creamory 
by haulers. The cream was collected 
twice a week’ on four routes, and once 
only on the other four. Individual cans 
are used. The hauler simply brings 
In the cream—the weighing and samp- 
ling is done by the buttermaker. Wo 
did not seek to impose an impossible 
siandard, We did not insist that the 
cream should be sweet, for No. 1 grade. 
That would be well-nigh impossiblo. 
If it was mildly sour, of good flavor, 
and would run freely throu a wir 
strainer, provided it tested 30 per cent. 
fat, it was No. 1. That ts not a severo 
standard. Any farmer who has a good 
separator can produce 30 per cent. 
cream, and keep it from three to five 
days in conditlon, fo grade No. 1, un- 
der the test I have mentioned. This in- 
sistence upon 80 per cent. fat for No, 
{ grade catised a good deal of crilicism, 
and somo dissatisfaction. It is hard 
on the average farmer to realize the 
{mportance of skimming a heavier cream 
—over 30 pér cent.—gnd the benefits 
accrulng 6 himself thereby. During 
the past season the proportion of No. 
2 grade testing over 80 per cent., was 
only 3 per cent. We recelved 36 per 
cent. No. 1 grade.

LIVE STOCK NOTES. 


Timothy is not good forage for dairy 
cows and not a profitable crop to grow. 
Early cut, nicely cured corn fodder is 
valuable as affording variety, and is 
relished by the cows. 

A greater number of eggs are pro- 
du when half the datly rations for 
the hens consists of boiled cracked corn 
and vegetables, made stiff with an equal 
quantity of wheat bran and shorts, us- 
Ing sweet milk or the liquor in which 
meat has been boiled for mixing. All 
soft food should be seasoned with salt, 
red pepper now and then, and fed quite 
stiff, and when the weather is cool, 
rather warm. 

Colts fel to fatness are like pigs fed 
cn grain; {t produces too much fat and 
not enough muscle. Feed your colls 
clover hay, early-made, and they will 
get the bone and muscle needed, and 
wilt have plenty of strength, life and 
spirit. Notice the heavy grain-fed 
horses and see how many are Diind, 
foundered and shortlived. In the West 
where grain feeding fs lavish you will 
find blindness, etc., in proportion. 

Chilled lambs may be restored, ‘f 
taken up In time, by being immediately 
placed in a bath of water, made as hot 
as the hand will bear. As soon as it 
revives and gets livoly, it should be rub- 
bed thoroughly dry. If it will then 
suck the dam, the risk is over; bul 
should it appear weak, a small dose of 
spirits—say a teaspoonful of whiskey 
mixed with some warm milk—should be 
given, by pouring down its throat. Then 
wrap the lamb in an old blanket, and 
keep it in a room comfortably warm 
til it recovers. Lambs can be restored 
by these means when so far gone that 
they appear almost dead. 


USE WHITEWASH, 


Tharo is nothing like a good coat of 
whitwash for the interior of the poul- 
try house, regardless of how the walls 
are made or finished. Whitewash is_a 
good eradicator of things objectionable 
about tho poultry house, and it makes 
the house look Ight and clean. It should 
be sprayed into every crack and corner, 
not forgetting the nest boxes. A lit 
tle q@ude carbolic in the whitewash 
will improyo it.

The annual report of J. A, Ruddick, 
Dominion Dairy and Cold Storage 
Commissioner, has just come to hand 
in a volume of 174 pages. It deals 
with the work of four important 
divisions of the Department of Agri- 
culture, namely, Dairying, Frnit, Bx- 
tension of Markets and Cold Storage, 
is well illustrated with half tones, and 


contains maps showing the various 
fruit’ growing distyicts of the 
Dominion. 


In the section deyoted to dairying, 

the Commissioner veviews the dairy 
industry and gives some interesting 
figures bearing on the trade, A large 
amount of space is devoted to a com- 
plete report of the Cow Testing Asso- 
ciations. A veyiew of the apple indus- 
try of Canada by Mr, McNeill is a 
feature of the section devoted to Fruit, 
and the working of the Fruit Marks 
Act is dealt with at some length. 
_ The methods which are employed to 
improve the handling of perishable 
products receive considerable atten- 
tion, and the report shows what is be- 
ing done along this line. 

Under the head of Cold Storage the 
yarious services are described and 
some general information on the sub- 
ject is also given. 

There has been prepared along with 
this report, but published separately, 
a map showing the approximate loca- 
tion of all the cheese factories and 
creameries in Canada. The report 
makes interesting and instructive 
reading for any person connected 
with the industries touched upon.

Birmingham, England, is an oemazing 
cily by the variety and amounts of its 
iron and sleel industries, says London 
Answers. 

At present Birmingham is making 
nearly 300,000 gross of steel pens a week. 
In round numbers this is 2,000 million 
steel nibs a year, or 4 pen and a third 
apiece for every living soul on the face 
ef the globe. But for Birmingham we 
should, most of us, be reduced to cutting 
gcose-quills with our second-best razors. 

In this connection it is interesting to 
note thal steel nibs are turned oul whole- 
sule at about twopence a gross, that Italy 
is the customer for the cheapest pens, 
while the best go to Russia. ‘Two thou- 
sand hands are ak work all day and 
every day running the maclrinery which 
peurs oul the essential implements of 
wriling. 

The knight of the pen owes another 
essential of his craft to Birmingham i 
the shape of metal ink stands. Hundreds 
of thousands of these, in value from a 
halfpenny up to £10, are made yearly 
in Birmingham workshops. Many other 
office or study essentials, such as safes 
and copying presses and reading lamps, 
are from the same source. 


MANY BUTTONS. 


Pearl buttons are another essential 
specially of Birmingham. A few years 
age the town had an absolute monopoly 
of this industry. In those days pearl 
shell was so plentiful that hundreds of 
tons of waste shell were dumped into 
oid wells and buried. This is now being 
dug up again, and found to be worth 
thousands of pounds. 

All sorts of small necessities of man’s 
attire come from Birmingham. Not only 
his studs and links, but his brace buck- 
les, his glave clasps, the ferule of his 
walking-slick, and the metal eyelets of

HOW OLIVE OWL IS MADE. 


Fruit is Crushed (0 a Paste From Which 
the Oil is Pressed, 


The finest olive oil in the world is 
sown in Tuscany—the garden of Maly. 

The trees blossom in Tuscany in the 
month of May. ‘The fruit begins lo 
ripen in November and is ‘generally jn 
full maturity by January. 

It is a risky crop, says What-to-Eat, 
maturing as it does during winter wea- 
ther. A cokl snap with frost may 
cause great damage to the fruit, 

Somelimes the fruit remains on the 
trees till May, yielding a pale, very thn 
oll, appreciated in some quarters, but 
which speedily develops rancidity, 

The process of extracting the oil {s 
Simple in the extreme; the fruit ts first 
ctushed in a mill to a uniform paste, 
then (he paste is transferred to circular 
bags or receptacles made of vegetable 
(fibre. A pile of these are Placed In a 
Dress and the exuding oi! flows into a 
collecting tank below. 

Essential conditions are that the mill 
‘should not revolve too fast, or it will 
“ovorheat the olive paste and Give a dad 
Mavor to the oil; ‘that the bed of the 
maill should not be of metal for the same 
reason,

Thou shalt understand hereafler—The 
full significance of the Master's act and 
example became evident to the disciples 
later, Peter as well as the others need- 
ed this lesson of humility.

Half an hour's walk from Market and 
Kearney streels at any hour of the day 
will lead you to a dead horse—dead ‘n 
the harness—worked to death.

And the men whose business it is to 
bring in new horses ta replace those 
who go out in the struggle are grow- 
ing me and more desperate. The 
California corrals and the Oregon and 
Nevada ranches have been depleted of 
their surplus, and now the ranges of 
Montana and the States farther east- 
ward are being called upon to yield 
horses and moro horses.

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SALT FOR MANGEL CROP. 


The value of salt for tho mangel 
crop has often been demonstrated, and 
it was cmphatically shown in ¢xperi- 
mens oarried out by the Irish Depart- 
ment of Agriculture on cleven farms in 
eight counties, a6 shown in a report is- 
sued a year ago, says the English Agri- 
cultural Gazette. Tho average re- 
sults wero only $ fons 1% cwt. per acre 
without manure. Fifteen fons of farm 

manure gave an increase of 12 tons 
19 cwt. The addition of & cwt. of super- 
pliosphate made the crop 2% tons 
mere, the further addition of 2 owt. of 
sulphate of ammonia made it 1% tons 
more still; and where kainit, at the rate 
of 2 owt. per acro was added to the ot- 
her three artificials and the farmyard 
manure, another 24 tons brought the 
yield up to 23 tons 13 cwt. But 4 ewt. 
of salt, instead of the kainit, gave an in- 
crease of 3 tons 7 ewt., the total yield 
being 244Mions, or 20 tons 16 cwt. 
more than where no manure was used. 
Jhe farm manure is valued at 4s. per 
len, which fs enough, perhaps, consider- 
ing that a single crop would not ex- 
haust it; and the whole of the manures 
cost £5 2s., while the increase due to 
them, at 10s. per ton, was worth £10 8s., 
showing a profit of £5 6s. per acre. 
What is more remarkable, however, is 
that 4 cw. of salt, costing only 4s., 
when added to the farm manure, super- 
phosphate, and sulphate of ammonia, 
gave an increase of 3 tons 7 cwt. of 
mangels, worth £1 13s. 6d. 


LIVE STOCK NOTES. 


A horse is profitable to his owner in 
proportion to the good condition of his 
feat and legs. The healthful state of 
these is best subserved by good earth 
fleors. 

At the present season ewes should be 
brought into fair condition both to give 
them strength fo bring forth their 
young, and to stimulate a good flow of 
milk, Care should be taken not to make 
them fat, as this is likely lo produce in- 
flammatory symptoms after parturition, 
Horses that have done litle work dur- 
ing the winter should be handled at 
this time of year wilh more than or- 
dinary cace. This is particularly true 
ol young horses and brood mares. An 
excessively hard day's work or heavy 
load now when they are unaccustomed 
10 pulling(, may result very disastrously 
to their future usefulness, Great care 
should be taken not to overlax a colt. 

It is tue live slock that keeps up the 
fertility of our farms, and upon the 
qualily of the.stock depends the margin 
at profit and loss. Every farmer should 
have a purpose and a system in breed- 
ing: yet careless and aimless breeding 
is the rule with too many farmers. Test 
your cows and weed out all below the 
profit line, If you ave breeding for but- 
ter, use a bull from an extra butter cow 
ot a buller breed. Avoid inbreeding; it 
tends to delicate and enfeebled concon- 
stitutions, while by using & bull 
from another family, possessing the but- 
tor qualities in the same degree, you re- 
tain the bulter tendeney and increase 
the capacity by adding vigor to the off- 
spring. In selecting breeding stock see 
that the dam is individually food; that 
the sire has an unbroken pedigree, and 
is of a good strain, and especially that

Directions For Seeding to | 
Alfalfa. 


‘There are different ways of laying 
down a plot ora field to alfalfa, and 
we would suggest the tollowing 
method as one which is likely to give 
very excellent results,” says Prof. C. 
A. Zavitz, O. A. C., Guelph, in his bul- 
letin on Alfalfa or Lucerne. ‘“* Select 
land having a clean, mellow, fertile 
surface soil overlying a deeply-drained 
subsoil having no acidity. Use large, 
plump seed, free from impurities and 
strong in germinating power. Inocu- 
late the seed with the proper kind of 
bacteria, providing alfalfa has not 
been grown successtully on the land in 
recent years. Asearly in the spring 
as the land is dry enough and warm 
enough to be worked to good adyant- 
age, make a suitableseed-bed, and sow 
about twenty pounds of altalfa seed 
per acre from the grass-seed box, 
placed in front of the grain drill, and 
about one bushel of spring wheat or 
of barley per acre from the tubes of 
thedvill. Smooth the land with a 
light harrow or with a weeder, and, it 
itis very loose and rather dry, also 
toll it, and again go over it with the 
harrow or the weeder. As soon as 
ripe cut the grain, and avoid leaying 
it on the land longer than necessary. 
Give the alfalfa plants every opportun- 
ity to get a good startin the autumn, 
in preparation for winter. If for hay. 
cut each crop of Alfalfa in the follow 
ing year, as soon as it starts to bloom. 
In curing, try to retain as many of the 
leaves on the stems as possible, and to 
protect the crop from therain. Never 
cut or pasture alfalfa sufficiently close 
to the ground to remove the crowaos 
of the roots, and thus injure or pos- 
sibly kill the plants. If these direc- 
tigfs are followed, the alfalfa may be 
ected to produce large and valu- 
e crops for a number of years with- 
veseeding.”—Farmers’ Advocate.

HIS BRILLIANT WIFE

of the late Archbishop of Canterbury. 

Miss “Jack” Tennant is understood to 
have rejected innumerable offers of 
marriage before astonishing not only 
her friends and acquaintances bul 
likewlse the public through becoming 
the second wife of Herbert Asquith, a 
self-made man in every sense of the

Herbert Asquith is to-day 56 years of 
age and is the son of a manufacturer 
in a small way at Morley, a little un- 
important town in Yorkshiro, His fa- 
ther was far from rich, and, destining 
him to a commercial career, sent him to 
tha city of London school, where he 
distinguished himself as a scholar, but 
not as a schoolboy. That is to say, he

HIS MAJESTY’S CHEMIST 


SOME INSIDE § OTS OF THE 
BOVAL DI ENSARK, 
Such Precautions Are Taken Which 


Renders It Almost Impossible for 
Mistakes to Occur, 


Kings, like other mortals, are subject 
lo numerous ills, and frequently require 
the aid of the physician—far inore fre- 
quently than is recorded in fact, . While 
an innumerable number of men and 
wemen have been murdered by tamper- 
ing with the medicines they were tak- 
ing, such a case js unknown amongst 
Royalty of our days, says London Ans- 
wers. 

Recently one of our representatives 
had the good fortune to meet a gentle 
man who has dispensed medicines for 
practically every member of our Royal 
amily, and this gentleman was good 
enough to throw some light on the sub- 
ject. 

In preparing physic for Royally, na- 
turally all precautions are taken that the 
drugs are of the greatest purity. This 
dces not suffice, however, for it might 
be possible for some evil person to ob- 
tain a position, by hook or crook, in the 
establishment where the Royal medi- 
cines are dispensed. 

Accordingly, cuch elaborate precau- 
lions are taken which renders it a mat- 
ler of impossibility for any mistake to 
occur either 


ACCIDENTAL OR PREMEDITATED. 


Even if an Anarchist were employed 
in the dispensary, all his attempts to 
do harm would be quite futile, 

A special Royal Messenger takes the 
prescription {to the Royal Dispensary, 
and there the exact time and date it is 
handed in {fs recorded, and the person 
who receives the envelope initials the 
record, Then the prescription is passed 
info a room used for, no other purpose 
than dispensing these medicines. The 
greatest precautions are taken in keep- 
Ing not merely the room properly lock- 
ed, but every cupboard containing the 
various drugs. 

Inside the dispensary are a number of 
prescription books, each member of the 
Royal Family having a special book. 
The books are safeguarded in every 
way, even so far as being protected with 
niassive fittings and special locks; 
needless to say, the books are always 
locked, excepting at the time 


WHEN AN ENTRY IS MADE. 


The keys of these locks are again 
fastened in a special stronghold, which 
jis sealed with special devices, in such 
fA way that it would be impossible to 
tamper with them without some trace 
being Jefl. 

The actual dispensing is done by two 
chemists, who thus form a check on 
each other. As soon as the prescription 
reaches these men, the prescription 
book is unlocked, and the senior dis- 
penser enters a copy of the prescription, 
the entry being checked by his junior. 

Next, the particular cupboards are un- 
Jocked, and the requisite ingredients 
sre withdrawn, every precaution being 
laken. Not only are the drugs, weights, 
and quantities checked by the two men, 
but the water itself is subjected to var- 
jous delicate tests. It is ecarcely neces- 
sary to add that after every safeguard 
has Deen taken, the drugs themselves 
are carefully analysed. 


THE MEDICINES ARE CHECKED 


by every delicate process imaginable, 
and then carefully packed and placed in 
a special case, which is then carefully 
Jocked. The lock provided js exception- 
ally secure and complicated, and pos- 
sesses two keys, one of which is kept at 
the Dispensary, while in the case of the 
King the other is in the possession of his 
Majesty, ‘Thus it is impossible for the 
tredicines to be tampered with after they 
have left the laboratory. 

During the whole of these complicated 
processes, the two dispensers never lose 
Sight of their charge, and they check 
each other in every imaginable way, 
The locked case is then hanued over to a 
confidential person, who then conveys 
it lo the Royal personage for whom it is 
intended. ‘The dispensers then carefully 
lock up und seal the articles and utensils 
which have been used. 

The medicines at last go through for- 
ther severe checking by the Royal Phy- 
sician, -which completes the élaborate 
processes. By these devices it is quite 
impossible for the Royal medicines to 
be tampered with in any way,

The aspirant rides to the 
monastery On a sacred pony and over 
tus head is held a golden umbrella, 

When the lad arrives at the monas- 
tery ho is received by yellow robbed 
priests, who take him to one of the in- 
ner courts, ‘These monasteries, by the 
way, are usually erected at the expense 
of some pious person desirous of gain- 
ing merit in the next world, Unfortu- 
nalely no merit attaches to those who 
repair the building, and so in the course 
of time after the builder’s death the 
monastery becomes o mass of ruins and 
js abandoned,

It is thus a matter of no sur- 
prise that few Norwegians suffer from 
indigestion; indeed, it is easy to see 
that many of the dishes, as the result

AN EXTENT PREDIGESTED. 

“In this connection it would be well 
to point to the effect upon the nation's 
leeth, Naturally, the possession c{ 
perfect teeth is a guarantee of satis 
factory mastication, the first stage in 
the assimilation of food. But the na- 
ture of the food taken determines to a 
large extent the condition of the mo- 
lars. This idea is borne out by the 
fact that in Norway, where roast meats 
4c the exception, the condition of the 
feeth is nearly always excellent, 

“The Norwegians, above all things, 
Punderstand the art of preparing fish, 
One of the most appetizing ways of 
eating this article of diet is as fish- 
balls, for which the fish is boned and 
peunded and stewed after being rolled 
into balls, Meatballs are prepared the 
same way. When meat does appear it 
is usually under the guise of boiled 
mutton, and this dish is generally fol- 
lowed by prunes stewed in tapioca.

The lower part of this templelike 
hearse is filled with combustibles satur- 
ated with oil, and immediately above 
this is the platform on which the body 
of the dead priest rests. The shell con- 
taining the body is drawn an hour or 
two previously to the fair ground in an 
élaborate car decked with gold Unsel, 
and the coffin is immediately hoisted by 
pulleys high into the funeral pagoda. 

‘The temple bells begin to tinkle, and 
emid cries of delight from the crowd 
showers of colored rockets are fired Into 
the pagoda, which Instantly takes fire 
and blazes furiously. Thicker and 
thicker fly the rockets, until the entire 
structure is a mass of flames. 

In helf an hour or so nothing re- 
reains of the pagoda but a heap of ash- 
es, from which certain fragments cf 
bones are carefully collected and buried

LANDLORDS ATTACKED.

The recent conflicts between land- 
owners and jaborers in Apulia, Ialy, 
culminated the other day in violent 
riots, in which the troaps were com- 
pelled to use their arms. 

While several landowners were £0- 
ing to their properties-near Ruvo they 
were allacked by a great number of 
Juborers, Who ordered them to return 
to the town, On their refusal, the la- 
borers beat them with sticks, and the 
londowners answered by firing revol- 
vers, killing one man and wounding 
others. ‘The troops, hearing the reports 
of firearms, rushed to the spol, and 
succeeded in rescuing the landowners 
from the mob, which was bent on lynch- 
ing them. 

The rioters dispersed, returned to the 
tewn and assailed all the houses of the 
Jandiords. In many cases the occu- 
punts held them till the arrly al of soldi- 
érs, but in others the rioters succeeded 
in forcing a way in and committing 
various acts of vandalism, The troops 
were again compelled to use their arms, 
ond many rioters were wounded with 
the bayonet.

An army of 4,000 ragged, starving mer 
eutered the town on Wednesday, the 
24th of the month. This slarvation army 
came from small towns in the neighbor- 
hood which had been ruined by the 
agricultural strike of the previous win- 
tre. Many of the peasants dropped in 
the streets from weakness, and their 
end their gaunt faces and bony frames 
proved that their sufferings were terribly 
real. It is a grim fact that the death-rate 
ct the district rose to double the aver- 
age during that spring and summer.

The following amendment has been 
sntly made to the Ontario Liquor | 
ense Act: 

“ Subsection 3 of section 125 of The 
Liquor License Act as amended by the} 
Act passed in the 6th year of His} 
Majesty's reign, Chaptered 47, is ve-| 
pealed and the following substituted | 
therefor :— 

(8) The Inspector or other person 
giving notice under subsection 1 of 
this section shall forthwith give notice 
to the person having such habit in,the 
form or to the effect following :— 

Notice given under section | 
The Liquor License Act. 

To E. F. (insert name of the person 
having habit of drinking to excess). 

I (name of person giving notice), 
License Inspector (or other occupa- 
tion), of the town of —, in the county 
of , hereby notify you ‘that I have 
this day given notice to the license 
holders of the license district of. in 
the county of. (or to any particular 
license holder or other person, naming 
him) not to deliver liquor to you, you 
having the habit of drinking to excess. 

Take notice that should you directly 
or indirectly purchase or procure, or 
attempt to purchase or procure liquor 
from or upon the premises of any such 
license holder (or from or upon the 
premises of the said ——, naming the 
person notified), or from or upon the 
premises of any other person, or be 
found with liquor in your possession 
or under the influence of liquor, or 
lingering or loitering in any place 
where liquor is sold within twelve 
months after the service of this notice 
upon you, you will incur the penalties 
provided by section 125 of The Liquor 
License Act. 

Subsection 7 of the said section 125 
isrepealed and the following substi- 
tuted therefor :— 

(7) If a person served «with the 
notice mentioned in subsection 3 by 
himself or by any other person shall 
Within twelve months after service of 
such notice purchase or procure or at- 
tempt to purchase or procure liquor 
or be found with liquor in his posses- 
sion ov under the influence of liquor 
or lingering or loitering in any place 
where liquor is sold or dispensed he 
shall incur a penalty of not less than 
$10 nor more than $20, and costs and 
shall upon conviction be liable to im- 
prisonment for a period not exceeding 
one month. 


Landslide Buries Town. 


THIRTY-SEVEN PEOPLE KNOWN TO BE 
DEAD, 

Ottawa, April 26.—From Notre 
Dame de la Sulett, a little hamlet of 
French-Canadian farmers on the 
Lievre River, eighteen miles from 
Buckingham, Que., comes word of a 
terrible disaster, At 4.386 this morn- 
a while the villagers were still 
asleep the clay comprising the top of 
a bigh hill of the Laurentian range be- 
neath which che village lay slid down 
with terrific speed, buried in the 
twinkling of an eye, or swept befope 
it most of the twenty-five anit in 
Notre Dame de la Salette, killed at 
least thirty-five persons, and injured 
many others. So huge was the mass 
of falling clay that it filled the bed of 
the Lievre, damming it up and flood- 
ing the adjacent land. Much of the 
loss of life was caused by the ice fore- 
ed out of the river-bed sweeping away 
the houses adjacent to it. 

The villagers. roused from their 
slumbers by the roar of the avalanche 
us it swept down the hillside, at once 
entered upon the work of rescue, but 
as the houses overwhelmed stretched 
over a considerable area, and the loca- 
tion of some of them was in doubt, 
progress was slow. Up till the pres- 
ent time sixteen bodies have been rve- 
coyered, Messengers were at once 
despatched for belp. There was no 
telegraph or telephone system in the 
Village, and it was some time before 
the news reached Buckingham, but 
when it did doctors and nurses were 
rushed to the spot followed later by 
some twenty-tive coffins in which to 
bury the dead.
